USE OF WATERGLASS 


_— 


Of the many. ways of preserving 
eggs there is none that can be so 
strongly recommended as by méang of 
waterglass, or soluble silicate of soda. 
The disadvantage of the lime, salt and 
water method is that while it preser- 


ves the contents in excellent condition, | 


it makes the ‘shells rough and very 
brittle, reducing their market value 
considerably. With the waterglass 
there is no such disadvantage, since 
it does not affect the shells in any 
way. ': Waterglass. can be obtained 
from almost any. chemist’s shop, and 
‘as a rule sellers’ enclose - directions 
‘with each sample regarding the cor- 
rect amount of water to be added. 
Sometimes it is five times.as much 
by bulk or by weight, sometimes ten | 
times, sometimes twelve. The eggs,| 
which should be fresh, clean, and, if 
possible, infertile, should be placed in 
a glazed vessel. and the. waterglass 
poured over them, Care must be 
taken that all the eggs are entirely 
submerged. For the benefit of thoge 
who know little of the process we may 
add that the use of waterglass for 
storing has long ago passed beyond 
the age of experiment. It is reedg- 
‘nized as the best method for use at 
atime of scarcity.
